DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's amendment, filed March 23, 2009, has been entered and carefully 
considered. Claims 1 and 23 are amended, Claims 2, 13, and 24 are canceled, and Claims 1, 3- 
12, 14-23, and 25-33 are currently pending. 

2. In light of Applicant's amendment to Claim 23, rejection of Claims 23 and 25-33 under 
35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph is withdrawn. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Allowable Subject Matter 
4. Claims 1, 3-12, 14-23, and 25-33 allowed. Examiner's reasons for allowance of Claims 
12 and 14-22 are described in the Office Action mailed July 23, 2008. Claims 1 and 23 comprise 
substantially the same limitations as allowed Claim 12, and are allowable for the same reasons. 
Further, per the Examiner's amendment above, the method steps in Claim 1 are claimed as being 
performed by a network node and therefore constitute a statutory process.
